Incinerators  conforming  to  law  of  same  may  be  main- 
tained at  locations  passed  by  the  warden. 

Said  incinerators  to  have  openings  no  larger  than  (4) 
four  openings  by  (4)  to  the  inch,  with  tight  cover  or  cover 
of  mesh  as  stated. 

Said  incinerator  to  be  surrounded  by  at  least  three  (3) 
feet  of  mineral  soil  free  from  weeds  or  other  dry  waste 
material. 

Permits  for  operation  of  same  will  be  void  in  case  of 
Ban  declared  by  the  Governor  or  the  State  Forester,  as  per 
Chapter  191,  Sect.  34,  of  Public  Laws. 

Synopsis  of  Forest  Fire  Service  State  Law^s 

Penalty  for  kindling  a  fire  without  a  permit,  $200,  or 
imprisonment  not  more  than  thirty  days. 

Penalty  for  kindling  a  fire  wilfully,  or  in  a  careless  or 
imprudent  manner,  $500,  or  imprisonment  not  more  than 
one  year. 

No  person  shall  kindle  a  fire  upon  the  land  of  another 
without  permission  from  the  owner,  agent  or  caretaker 
thereof. 
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No  person  shall  kindle  a  fire  or  burn  any  material  in 
■or  near  woodlands,  pasture,  brush,  sprout,  waste  or  cut-over 
lands,  except  when  the  ground  is  covered  with  snow,  with- 
out the  written  permission  of  the  Forest  Fire  Warden  or  the 
presence  of  the  Warden  or  person  designated  to  superin- 
tend such  burning. 

Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  causing  or  kindling  a 
Ir.re  without  a  permit,  when  a  permit  is  required,  and  also 
any  person,  by  whose  negligence  or  the  negligence  of  his 
agents  any  fire  shall  be  caused,  is  liable  to  the  town  for  all 
expenses  incurred  in  attending  or  extinguishing  such  fire.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Scliools 


February  1,  1946 

Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools  to  the  School  Board 
and  Citizens  of  Kingston: 

I  herev/ith  present  my  fourth  annual  report  as  super- 
intendent of  schools.  As  we  work  for  the  continued  im- 
provement of  our  schools,  we  have  an  opportunity  for  a 
much  more  optimistic  outlook  than  v/e  have  had  for  sev- 
eral years  due  to  war  time  conditions.  Although  those 
conditions  are  in  many  respects  still  with  us,  people  feel 
much  decrease  in  the  mental  strain  since  the  fighting  ceased. 
There  has  been  liftle  actual  let-up  to  date  on  the  teacher 
situation,  acquisition  of  books  and  supplies  and  other  ma- 
terial things. 

The  present  world  and  national  situation  from  an  ed- 
ucational sense  involves  an  attempt  at  the  creation  of  an 
^'Educational  and  Cultural  Organization  of  the  United  Na- 
tions." The  present  conference  convened  November  1,  1945, 
in  London  to  "Formulate  the  final  constitution  of  the  pro- 
posed Educational,  Scientific  and  Cultural  Organization." 

In  our  own  country  probably  no  subject  stirs  as  much 
em.otion  as  Peacetime  Compulsory  Military  Training  the- 
discussion  (Mentioned  in  the  superintendent's  report  last' 
year)  continues  to  be  an  important  subject  in  Congress. 
One  of  the  strong  arguments  in  favor  of  Peacetime  Com- 
pulsory T""il^.f ary  Training  is  the  prevention  and  improve- 
m.ent  of  :al  defects  in  our  young  people.    M'any  of 

those  who  are  opposed  to  this  national  legislation  feel  that 
more  public  money  should  be  spent  locally  to  prevent  and 
remedy  physical  defects  during  the  earlier  years  of  a  child's, 
life  and  thereby  eliminate  the  necessity  of  greater  expense 
at  a  more  'advanced  a<?;e. 
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A  trend  in  educational  objectives  throughout  the 
country  today  is  definitely  toward  more  vocational  offerings 
in  high  schools — with  no  lessening  of  the  importance  of 
cultural  subjects.  It  would  seem  that  the  programs  of  studies 
in  our  high  schools  should  include  one  or  more  vocational 
courses  for  boys  to  compare  with  home  economics  and  com- 
mercial so  commonly  offered  for  girls.  A  course  in  agri- 
culture or  mechanic-arts  might  cause  the  percentage  of 
drop-outs  between  grades  eight  and  twelve  to  become  con- 
siderably lower.  To  substantiate  an  opinion  that  school 
units  should  increase  in  size  and  in  curriculum  offerings,  I 
quote  Dr.  John  Studebaker,  U.  S.  Commissioner  of  Educa- 
tion, who  has  recently  said,  "In  many  communities,  and 
particularly  in  rural  communities,  the  curriculum  of  the 
schools  has  changed  but  little  with  the  years,  remaining 
bookish,  abstract,  with  little  immediate  relationship  to 
youth's  need  to  develop  technical  and  vocational  compe- 
tence for  today's  complicated  and  specialized  occupational 
w^orld."  Calling  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  majority  of  the 
26,000  high  schools  in  the  United  States  had  fewer  than  one 
hundred  students  each,  Dr.  Studebaker  recommended  that 
further  steps  be  taken  to  modernize  our  "archaic  organiza- 
tion of  school  districts  and  school  support.  As  matters 
stand  today,  further  progress  in  developing  the  productive 
skills  of  the  great  rank  and  file  of  our  youths  waits'  upon 
improvements  in  school  organization." 

To  more  precisely  present  the  present  situation  in 
which  the  schools  throughout  the  nation  find  themselves, 
I  will  quote  from  an  address  presented  recently  by  E.  N. 
Scheiberling,  National  Commander,  American  Legion.  "Ed- 
ucation in  America  is  one  of  the  most  critical  casualties  of 
the  war. — Two  hundred  thousand  teachers  have  left  the 
class  rooms  since  Pearl  Harbor.  Thousands  have  entered 
the  armed  services." 

The  rising  cost  of  living  has  caused  thousands  to  ac- 
cept higher  wages  of  war  industry ! !  Although  the  schools 
within  N.  H.  Supervisory  Union  No.  14  may  not  have  been 
affected  as  much  as  some  in  more  industrial  areas,  we  have 
certainly  felt  the  impact.   No  organization  could  more  con- 
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structively  declare  itself  than  did  the  Legion  when  the  Na- 
tional Commander  recently  said,  "We  have  rededicated 
ourselves  to  service  of  education.  We  will  fight  to  attract 
teachers  to  the  classrooms  with  adequate  salaries.  We  will 
fight  to  strengthen  the  curricular  of  our  schools,  and  march- 
ing shoulder  to  shoulder  with  constructive  programs  of  the 
National  Education  Association  and  all  other  forces  of  edu- 
cation we  shall  succeed  in  this  great  responsibility." 

Teachers : 

Since  the  last  annual  report  of  the  Superintendent  it 
was  necessary  to  replace  Miss  Constance  Swain  who  re- 
signed in  April,  1945.  We  were  fortunate  to  have  the  serv- 
ices of  Mrs.  Hazel  Floyd  who  completed  that  school  year. 
Mrs.  Rachel  Rosencrantz  of  Kensington,  N.  H.,  a  teacher 
of  several  years  experience  in  Kensington,  was  elected  to 
the  third  and  fourth  grade  position  for  the  present  year. 
The  other  three  teachers  returned  to  their  respective  posi- 
tions last  September  as  follows:  Principal  and  teacher  of 
grades  5-8 — Mrs.  Isabelle  Magnusson  of  Kingston;  teacher 
of  grades  5-8 — Miss  Marion  Flanders  of  Plaistow  and  Mrs. 
Marion  Sanborn  of  Fremont  as  teacher  of  grades  1-2. 

Building: 

Several  improvements  in  equipment  have  been  made 
within  the  school  during  the  past  year.  New  seats  and  desks 
were  purchased  for  the  fifth  and  sixth  grade  rooms  to  re- 
place the  old  ones  which  were  moved  from  the  rural  build- 
ings when  the  new  school  was  opened ;  a  new  flag  was  pro- 
vided for  the  stage  in  the  auditorium,  a  new  bulletin  board 
has  been  installed  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  grade  room, 
more  blackboard  space  has  been  provided  in  the  seventh  and 
eighth  grade  room,  increased  cupboard  space  for  canned 
goods  was  provided  in  the  kitchen  and  the  desks  in  the  first, 
and  second  grade  room  were  sanded  and  refinished  during^ 
the  past  summer. 

A  moving  picture  projector  would  be  a  valuable  piece 
of  equipment  to  add  to  our  educational  facilities.  Visual 
education  has  been  a  coming  thing  for  years.  The  move- 
ment has  been  hastened  considerably  by  constantly  increas- 
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ing  government  use  of  projectors  during  the  war  years  in 
training  service  men  and  v^^'omen  for  their  respective  assign- 
ments. Along  with  increased  use  of  moving  pictures  for 
educational  purposes  has  come  the  increased  production  of 
films  providing  a  large  assortment  of  subjects  to  choose 
from.  Many  films  are  obtainable  for  the  cost  of  transporta- 
tion only — others  for  a  small  rental  fee. 

It  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  possible  to  provide  the  class- 
room windows  with  screens  in  the  near  future.  It  was  prac- 
tically impossible  to  do  this  during  the  war  years  because 
of  lack  of  materials. 

More  new  books  have  been  purchased  and  the  general 
condition  of  text-books  throughout  the  school  is  improving 
each  year.  The  usual  standardized  testing  program  is  to  be 
administered  to  better  diagnose  individual  pupil  difficulties. 
The  general  attitude  and  proficiency  on  the  part  of  the 
pupils  in  their  work  is  very  satisfactory.  The  teachers  work 
together  for  the  best  interests  of  the  children  in  school  and 
they  are  always  alert  to  take  an  active  part  in  Parent- 
Teacher  Association  affairs. 

The  Kingston  Parent-Teacher  Association  deserves 
much  credit  for  the  various  projects  which  it  has  success- 
fully carried  out.  It  has  done  much  to  improve  the  health 
of  the  school  children. 

As  for  the  past  several  years,  the  Association  again 
successfully  completed  its  canning  project.  During  the  past 
summer  over  400  quart  jars  of  vegetables  were  canned  by 
interested  parents  and  townspeople  for  the  school  use.  Oth- 
ers donated  potatoes,  onions,  squash,  and  carrots. 

This  year  the  P.  T.  A.  has  sponsored  one  of  its  most 
outstanding  projects  to  date — the  serving  of  the  complete 
noon-day  lunch  to  the  children.  There  are  from  120-125 
children  daily  who,  at  the  price  of  10  cents  receive  their 
noon  lunch  which  includes  a  main  dish,  a  vegetable,  bread 
and  butter,  milk  and  dessert.  This  latter  endeavor  is  made 
possible  by  financial  assistance  from  the  Federal  Agricul- 
tural Food  Administration. 
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The  P.  T.  A.  has  also  sponsored  the  purchase  of  a  Gen- 
eral Electric  eight  cubic  foot  electric  refrigerator  and  many 
necessary  miscellaneous  kitchen  utensils. 

War  Savings: 

A  recent  bulletin  from  the  U.  S.  Treasury  Department 
informs  us  that  "In  1941  only  two  and  one-half  million 
pupils  in  8,400  schools  were  saving  through  a  regular  school 
or  class  room  savings  plan.  In  1945  more  than  twenty-five 
million  pupils  in  more  than  200,000  schools  were  saving 
regularly  and  had  made  a  two  billion  dollar  contribution  to 
the  nation's  war  financing  needs."  These  foregoing  facts 
indicate  that  the  school  children  in  our  area  have  continued 
to  take  an  active  part  in  this-  v^orthy  enterprise  and  as  a 
by-product  of  their  effort  to  help  win  the  war,  they  have 
learned  how  to  save  and  how  they  as  citizens  may  contrib- 
ute to  the  economic  well-being  of  their  country.

Children  grow  before  they  are  6,  perhaps  even  faster 
than  they  do  after  6,  according  to  the  Educational  Policies 
Commission  of  the  National  Education  Association,  which 
has  completed  a  policy  statement  on  "Extending  School 
Service  Downward."  The  war  has  shown,  more  than  peace- 
time experience  has  ever  demonstrated,  that  children  pro- 
fit from  pre-kindergarten  education.  The  foundations  for 
health,  emotional  and  social  development  are  laid  during 
these  early  years. 

Some  children  have  home  advantages  which  give  them 
a  fair  start  in  life.  Others  do  not.  It  is  the  responsibility  of 
the  nursery  school  and  the  kindergarten,  supported  as  pub- 
lic schools  for  all  the  children  of  all  the  people,  to  minister 
to  the  needs  of  this  latter  group.

Miss  Marion  Foster,  and  the 
School  Nurse,  Mrs.  Constance  Cooper.
